He proceeds, by foretelling what will 
be the ſucceſſe by the Archievements of 
thele Warriours, which is, that by their 
valour the Moon and the Lyon ſhall re- 
ceive a greater ſplendour. By the Moon, 
meſt commonly the Church is under- 
ſtood, and ſometimes more particularly 
ſome principal defender of it: Moreover, 
theſe men of War ſhall overthrow a cer- 
tain Tree, wonderful for its height, that 
is to ſay, ſome great Houſe, or Prince, 
moſt eminent for the preſent, and more 
conſpicious than all others, as was the 
Tree of Nebac had c xar.

Emperonr, Pope, and France. - 
doth deſcend toRevelations in particular | 
roone perſon, To Frederick the late 
King of Bobemia, where what is ſpoken of 
him bath relation to his whole Family; 
which in theſe words he doth expreſly in- 
timate, Fredericus initium fecit , poſteri 
continuare debent. Frederick did begin it, 
his poſterity are to continue ir. And 
two thingsin this Prophecy of him are 
remarkable: | 
Tbe firft is, that by kis overthrow there

ces! for there ſhall come upon you Hunger: 
and Famine, Warre and the Effuſion of 
'Blood. O Tos, the Potentatet of Germany, 
who now, with pampered Horſes,are carried 
in rich and ſtately Coaches, take beed leaft 
the Birdy of the Air do carry jour Bodies 
in their ſtrutting gorges over Seas, and 
Rivers, inte ot her Countries. | 
The Calamity of the Swediſt war is but 
the prologue only to this dreadfull Judg: 


ment, which is committed to the charge 


of the Governour of the Eaſt, to execute 
ainſt you:for the more merciful Swedes

It is moſt certain, that by the Beaſt, the 


Empire of Germany is underſtood , as is 
expreſly to be ſeen, in the tenth chapter of 
this Prophecy ver. 40, 41, 42. But the 
taking away of the ſight and underſtand- 
ing of this Beaſt was fulfilled from the 
year 1620, to the year 1630 by the perpe- 
tual victories of Ferdinand the ſecond: for 
after the loſs of ra gue, Man: field, purlac h, 
Karmour, Bethlem, Gabor, the King of Den- 
mark, the Duke of Weymar, and whoſoe- 
ver elſe did oppoſe him, did only ſerve to 
make his Conqueſts the more illuſtrious, 
with which being puffed up he made War 
upon theConſciences of men, by penny 
on them to follow and believe, that whic

many great and Glorious Revelations, 

But herein the error of the Millenaries, 
concerning the bodily return of Chriſt, 
and his reigning on earth in his own Per- 
ſort before the end of the World, is to be 
reproved : In the ſame manner, the bodily 
reſurrection of the Martyrs and of the re- 
ſtoring of the Kingdom of eraſalem, and. 
other carnall Pomps and delights (accor- 
ding unto the dreams of the em- and of 
Cerinthus) are to be rejected; Neverthe- 
leſſe, that Chriſt ſhall reign here in his 
Power, and the Goſpel of Truth be moſt 
gloriouſly propagated, may appear in- 
many places of the holy Text.

The Life and Prophecies of Chri- ö 
ſtopher Kotterus. 


He Miniſters of the Reformed Chur- 
ches of Bohemia, being baniſhed from 
thence, in the year 1624, by the Edict of 
Ferdinand the ſecond, at that time Empe · 
rour of Germany; ohanne, Comenius, who 
compiled this Hiſtory of theſe three Pro- 
phets, was forced to Þriake his Charge of 
the Miniſtery of the Goſpell in Bohemia, | 
and to flie for his Religion and his Con- 
ſcience, into Sileſia , which at that time, 
was famous, for her Charity to the true 
ofeſſors of the Goſpel of Chriſt. Here 
e firſt underſtood, of the Viſions and 
Prophecies of Cbriſtopher Ketterus , to 
which at the firſt, he gave more wonder 
than belief; but being much incoura 
and comforted to underſtand thereby, 
what great deliverance God, in his good 
time, would pive unto his Church, he de- 
termined with himſelf to empoly more | 
time 
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time and CircumſpeRion in examining 
the truth of the Prophet, and his prophe- 
cies, to which purpoſe having acquainted 
himſelf with divers Reverend Divines, 
he communicated this buſineſſe to them, 
which ſo ſtrangely did a ſſect him: and be- 
ing more fully ſatisfied by them of the 
truth of it, he tranſlated the Copy of the 
Viſions and Prophecies into the Bohemian 
tongue; which not long afterwards, for 
the Novelty and Wonder of it, was tran- 
ſlated by another, into the German 
tongue. In the mean time Comenius, 
underſtanding that Notterus lived at that 


time in a City called Sprotta, which was 


not far from the place where he did lead 
a baniſhcd life, he reſolved with himſelf 
to make a journey on purpoſe thither, to 
be better informed of the Man, and his 
Revelations. 

Being come to Sprotta in Sileſia, he 
found the Houſe, but could not find the 
perſon of Kotterut; for, at that time, he 
was ſent for to Berlin by Willhelmns, 
Prince Ele&or, and Marqueſs of Branden- 
burgh, who being much affected at his 
Prophecies, was tranſported with a deli- 
cate deſire to ſee him, He was there

In tlie mean time, his Prophecies being 
diſperſed in Sileſia, Bobemia, and in Ger- 
man), in printed Copies, and in Manu - 


{cripts the Fame of this great Prophet, 


arrived at the Ear of Frederick, King of | 


Bohemia; who, the City of Prague being 
loſt, and the war unbappily managed in 
Bohemia, was at that time in Holland with 
his Royal Conſort Elixabeth Daughter 
to Fames the firſt King of England, And 
having heretofore ſeen Kotterus at Wrat- 
ti ſaue, and diſcourſed there with him; 


he had a great diſire to peruſe the entire 


Book of his Prophecies : he therefore did 
ſend an Expreſſe to his own Mother Juli- 
ana Auſtriaca, who lived then at Berlin, 


with her Daughter, the Electreſſe of 


Brandenburgh , to procure them for 


him.

Kotcerus of Sprotta in dileſia , who was 
preſent with your Majefty at Wrattiſlaue, 
and With his own month declared ſome of 
them unto jon: Whoſe Prophecies ſince they 
are now recorded in writing, and your Ma- 
jeſty, with your — and other Relaiie 
ont, do ſeem to be much intereſted in them, 
It was thought a great fault in thoſe who 
had the cuftody of them, not to pre ſer them 
to your Majeſties obſervance , not that any 
Neceſſity is impoſed on your mo? Excellent 
Majeſty preciſely to believe them, but that 
they may be preſerved for a teſtimonie 15 
times to come ina ſafe Library; that fo if 


the paſſages herein contained be ful filled, 


and made manifet, no man may ſuſ pelt 
or calumniate the Truth thereof, As alſo 
that thereby we may wait on the Divine 
Providence for the di ſp̃oſing and ordering 
of ſuch things to their deſign d Events. For, 
F we deſpiſe not to under ſtand Political Diſ- 
corpſes, or Aſtrological Predictions, or 
the Con jectures of Wiſe men concerning the 
smminent mutation of Affairs, Why ſhould 
we neglect theſe things proceeding from 4 
bigher Principle ? Care hath been taken 
thereforts 
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| therefore, that 4 Copy of them ſhould be 


tranſcribed from the Original, which I 
here do moſt humbly preſent unto your Ma- 


2 he King having taken the Book into 
his hand, and looking upon it, ſaid, Vhat! 
Is it of ſo great a Bulk ? For it was of roy- 
al Paper, and folded into a quarto, and 
written ina very fair and legible letter. 
After he had opened it , and obſerved 


the picture of a man ſtanding in the midſt 


of a great army, to whom a golden 
Book was offered; e demanded, what 
was the meaning of it: and anſwer being 
made, that The Con ver ſion of the T urks 
was thereby preſaged. What ! And muſt 
they be converted alſo, ſaid the King ? And 
commanded Comenius to give him the 
ſcope of the Prophecies throughout all 
the Book; which being done, the King 
laid, GOD grant à deliverance to the 
Church from all her perſecutions , and 4 
propagation of the Goſpel among ſt all the 
anbelievers; and having ſpoke thoſe words 
he graciouſly diſmiſſed him. 

In the yeare 1626. Kotterut took a 
journey into Bohemia , being invited thi- 
ther by many of the Nobility, and my 
0 
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Propheſies of the Turk , 
of the Reformed Miniſters, who privately 
where protected by them in that Country. 
Continuing amongſt them for a certain 
time he retolved with himſelf to travel to 
Clogovia, although he was much diſſw a- 
ded from it by his friends. Here it pleaſed 
God, that in the year 1637. onthe 2. of 
7annary he was diſcovered, apprehended, 
and hurried to priſon; where he lived for 
the {pace of three months in extream mi- 
ſery ; and had never come out of it with 
Life, had it not been by the ſudden and 
molt n2expeRed death of the Fiſcal his | 
greateſt Enemy. . 
But he being taken out of the world, 
Kotterst not long afterwards was taken 
out of priſon; and being ſentenced to ſtand 
in publick on a market day with a paper 
on his forehead to ſhew the nature of his 
offence; as a falſe Prophet, he became a 
ſpectacle to the whole City, for the ſpace 
of an hour; which being expired, one of 
the Officers brought him unto the Gates 
of the City, and commanded him co come 
no more into it, nor into any other place 
inthe Dominions of the Empire, under the 
pains of death. | 
He departed therefore into . 
chat 
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that time under the juriſdiction of the 


Elector of Saxony, were he ſpent the reſt 
of his Life wich his Wife and Family in 
great tranquillity, and was tranſlated unto 
a better Life in the year 1647.

The Viſions and Revelations of Chriſtopher 
Kotterus, concerning the ruine of the Ro- 
man Empire, together with the Pope of 
Rome. | 


N the 11. day of une. inthe year of 

our Lord 1616, there firſt of all ap- 
peared an Angel in the ſhape of a man to 
Kotterns as he was going forth, and ſaid 
unto him; Friend, ſtay a little, I muſt de- 
liver ſomething to jon, which jeu muſt de- 
clare tothe Eccleſiaſtical and Civil Magi- 
ſtrates. Kotterus, being amazed at this 
Summons and knowing not what to ſay, 
the Angel proceeded and told him, That 
the Anger of God was kinaled againſt Man- 
kind; and that in fury he haftened to inflict 
puniſhment on them, unleſſe they repented, & 
above all things, he will pzmiſh them for 
their Pride and Impurity, and for the con- 
tempt of God, and of bis Word, Having 
ſpoke 


| ſpoke theſe words , the Angel vaniſhed: 


. arterus 
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from his ſight; but five days afterwards he 
appeared to him again, and repeated the 
ſame things. 
The ſecond Viſion in the year 1619. 
April 14. | 

But Kotterws, being overcome by the 
counſel of ſome of his friends, who per. 
ſwaded him co the contrary , the Angel 
appeared to him again in the ſame form 
as before, and demanded of him, IT he had 
performed what he had commanded bim? 
Kotterut, not knowing what Anſwer to 
make, did ſtand like a dumb man; but the 
Angel lifting up his eyes to heaven, ſaid, 
Not unto ut, not unto ur, but unto thy Name 


O Lord give the glory. And turning toKottes | 


rut, he laid, Wherefore did you neglett to doas 
jou were commaded*hath not Almighty God 
deſerved better at your hands ? It is he, wb 
hath created you, redeemed you, and ſancti- 


fied you , and regenerated you to the hope of 


eternal life. It is he,who for your ſake deli- 
vered up his own Son to death: And do you 
refuſe to ſpeak a word or two for his ſake, & 
to offer up your ſelf an Inſtrament ſor the 
performance of his work ? I pronounce unto 
you, If you do it not, you ſball have no quiet 

in 
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in your heart; and moreover your name ſhall 
be blotted out of the Book of Life. Why are 
jou afraid of Men,more light than the whi- 
Pers of leaves blown by the wind, of whom 
indeed you ſhall receive à threefold cenſure ? 
1. Some of them ſhall threaten you. 2. Some 
of them ſhall admire you. And 3ly. Others 
ſhall give no regard unto you. But do you 
take beed that you lay not ſuch things to your 
heart. 

After this, the Spirit began to inform 
him, that the face of the preſent Times 
was partly cleer, and partly s/oway, Cleer 
and joyfull, becauſe they are the Times of 
Grace, in which the light of the Divine 
Truth, bath ſhined upon men with ſo pure 
a ſplendour; Cloudy and ſorrowſul, be- 
cauſe men refuſe to ſee this light, and had 
rather have their hearts darkned with Er- 
reurs and Infidelity. Atthe laſt, he pro- 
nounced, Unleſſe that men do earneſtly re- 
ſolve , and endeavour to amend them{elves, 
GOD will moſt grievouſly puniſh them with 
Fire, Sword, Famine, and Peſtilence. 
And giving his right hand to Kotterus, ke 
admoniſhed him to put off all Fear, for 
no evill ſhould come unto him; and af- 
terwards he added , 1 will accelerate my 
word 


— 
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word to perform it; and having ſaid ſo, he 
vaniſhed away. Koterus being left alone 
ſtood ſtill at firſt, as being loſt, in a great 
amazement : and preſently afterwards, 
looking round about him, he beheld on 
the one ſide aCompany cloathed in white, 
finging and rejoycing ; andon the other 
ſide of him, a Rabble all in black, groaning 
and howling : and being amazed at this 
Viſion, he made haſte to his own houſe, 
and on the g of Augaſt, at a full meetin 


of the Senate of the City, he declared all | 


theſe things unto them. 
T he third Viſion, in the ear, 1620. Aug. 1. 
The Angel that was ſeen before, did 


appear unto him again, and demanded of 
him, If be had diſpatched that Errand which 


wat committed to his charge. He made 


auſwer that he had; and that he was ſcor- 
ned, and laughed at for his pains. 

The Angel admoniſhed him to proceed 
without fear , for he had many more 
things to reveal unto him, concerning 
not onely men of an Inferiour Condition, 
but the King of Bohemia himſelf. As firſt, 
T hat the Princes of the Empire ſbauld not ſo 


headily | 
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headily ruſh into Armes, but rather abſtain 


from the Eff aſion of Blood, And that God 


would take the Canſe into his own Hanas, 
and revenge the quarrel, by ſending a rea-

Eight days afterwards he beheld a Tri-

As in the Viſions of Kotterus there 
appeared Angels to him in the ſhape 
ol young men, ſo in the Viſions of 
Chriſtina who was a virgin, there ap- 
peared for the moſt part the Antient of 
dayes unto her in the ſhape of an old 

Man, who did reveal unto her the 
down- 
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down-falt of the Empire of German 
and of the Pope of Rome, atid the maty 
other wonders, and terrible things to 
come nowiat theend of the world. 
After agreat and faral rapture, that 
was ſaid to raviſh almoſt her foul out of 
her body, and then that her recoye 
ry from it was a kind of Reſurrection 
from death, it pleaſed God that her Re- 
velations ceaſed, and much about that 
time her Father died Her Viſions w-ere 
many and wonderful: ſne had the happy 
or the dreadful ſight, and ſenſe of them 
no longer then two years. And not long 
afterward, Daniel Vetterus( who taught 
Frederick, Henry the eldeſt Son of the
